Small Firms on

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Aft- 
er a meeting with General Robert 
W. Johnson, head of the Small 
Business Plant Commission of the 
War Production Board, President 
Frank Gross, of the Georgia sen- 
ate, announced here today that a 
special survey will be undertaken 
of all small plant establishments 
in the state with a view to de- 
termining those suitable for war 
production work. 


The survey, he said, will be 


conducted by a special committee 
to be named at an early date by 
| Governor 
Gross to attend today’s meeting in 
| Washington. 


Arnall, who directed 


The committee will be composed 


_of 21 members, including one from 
'each of the ten congressional dis- 


tricts of the state and others rep- 


resenting various state agencies. 


General Johnson, who is the 


operator of the Chicopee Mills at 


Gainesville, Ga., summoned a se- 
lected group of state and regional 


representatives to meet with him 
_| here today for the purpose of out- 
‘lining a program 


to give small 
business concerns a greater share 


in the nation’s huge war produc-' 


tion effort. 

Various complaints have been 
made that the facilities of these 
smal] plants over the country have 
not been fully utilized, due chiefly 
to the main war production busi- 
ness going to the larger industrial 
eoncerns. The shortage in critical 
materials needed for civilian goods 
has also contributed to the prob- 
lem of the small plants.

Significance. 


The surrender made the initial 
crack in the European fortress 
and gave the Allies the first step- 
ping stone between North Africa | 
and the Italian mainland. 

The victory, of course, also 
further consolidated the Allied 
hold on the Mediterranean nar- 
rows. 


Actually Pantelleria was a legal 
part of metropolitan Italy—a po- 
litical segment of Trapani prov- 
ince. 


It was one of Italy’s four vital 
island outposts, the others being 
Sardinia, Sicily and Lampedusa. 


Some observers here pointed 
out that Lampedusa, which is 
even smaller and more exposed 
than Pantelleria, has been by-| 
passed and that the Allies might | 


next send their bomber and naval | 
fleets after Sardinia,, also  by- 
passing the more heavily forti- 
fied Sicily. 

Valuable Gain. 


From Sardinia, the _ Allies 
should be able to place Italy her- 
self and Italian-occupied French 
Corsica under continuous aerial | 
attack. Sardinia furthermore 
would give them a base for an 
invasion thrust against Corsica 
and the lower side of France, 
whose coast is held in part by 
the Italians. , 


The psychological as well as 
neutralizing effect of Pantelleria’s 
fall should be of immense benefit 
to the Allies. Mussolini spent 
seven years fortifying it and the 
Allies spent scarcely a month in 
reducing it.

STRATEGIC AIR FORCE 
HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH 
AFRICA, June 11.—(4)—Major 
General James H. Doolittle in a 
statement tonight declared the 
conquest of Pantelleria by air 
power “is definitely a landmark in 
the history of military aviation.” 

The text of the Doolittle state- 
ment: 

“This is no surprise to us what- 
soever. If the Italians shad not 
capitulated, it would Have sur- 
prised us and we would have to 
be thinking up a lot of alibis. But 
the way it worked out was only 
what we planned and. expected. 
That's the way any airman would 
look at it. 

“This is the first time in the 
history of warfare that territory 
has been conquered as far as I 
know by air power alone without 
occupation. Crete was subdued 
by air power but occupied by ac- 
companying forces landed by par- 
achute, gliders and crash-landed 
transports. 

“It was merely a proposition of 
steadily increasing the Pantelleria 
bombardment to a point at which 
was physically impossible for 
them to stand up under it. 

“At that point they capitulated. 

“This was brought about by 
Royal Air Force night bombers 
and U. S. Army Air Force day 
bombers working on a 24-hour-a- 
dey schedule in perfect accord. 

“The capitulation proved con- 
clusively that no agency can stand 
up under the prolonged, concen- 
trated bombardment of properly 
selected objectives.”

Shortens Attack Line. 

The island unquestionably will 
be of far greater military use to 
the Allies than it could have been 
to Italy if it could have been long 
held. It brings the Allied attack 
from Africa almost halfway across 
the Sicilian straits.

The Fall of Pantelleria 


The surrender of the Italian fortified island 
of Pantelleria not only marks an important 
advance in the Allied campaign against the 
European Axis, but it provides what may be a 
forerunner of the final capitulation of both 
Italv and Germany. 


For, in so far as memory serves, Pantelleria 
is the first place to surrender under air and 
gunnery attack alone. Pantelleria ran up the 
white flag before a single Allied infantryman 
had attempted to set foot on the island. The 
sround forces had nothing whatever to do with 
the victory until, after it was all over, they 
moved in to occupy the place. 

Champions of air power have often con- 
tended that bombers, if in sufficient force, can 
smash enemy positions to the polnt where 
they must fall. There are those who believe 
Germany herself can be forced to unconditional 
surrender through the weight of air attack 
alone. Winston Churchill, in his recent speech 
to congress, himself went so far as to say there 
is “no harm in trying” such strategy. 

Now, at least in so far a limited area, where 
air attack can be concentrated, is concerned, 
Pantelleria has proven the contentions of the 
champions of wartime aviation. With no help 
other than that of the guns of the British 
fleet which pounded shore installations from 
the sea. the island has been smashed into sur- 
render the alr. 

Nor must it be thought 
easy nut to crack. It was strategically situated, 
commanding the narrow waters between 
Tunisia and Sicily. Mussolini had visioned it 
as an Italian Gibraltar and had fortified it to 
be impregnable. It required tremendous weight 
of bombs, day after day for almost two weeks, 
to make its defenders give in. 

Certainly the history of war reveals no 
other instance of victory due almost entirely 
to air attack. The island of Crete was conquer- 
ed by the Germans but that was chiefly 
through the use of paratroopers. 

Nor does memory recall any place which 
capitulated to naval bombardment alone, with- 
out the use of landing parties. There may Nave 
been such instances, bit tney are at best rare.

From Pantelleria it is but a short hop for 
fighter planes, based there, to join in the forth- 
coming capture of Sicily. Then, that next step

Statistics on Syphilis 
Following numerous scare-statements about 
the incidence of syphilis in this and other com- 
munities, it is interesting to read the actual 
Statistics as ‘o the prevalence of the disease 
in southern states. That the proportion. of 
infected persons in the white population is 
comparatively low is source of gratification, 
although the high infection rate among Negroes 
is both deplorable and dangerous to both races, 
Dr. W. G. Smillie, of Cornell University 
Medical Center, in a report published in the 
American Medical Association Journal, bases 
his findings on results of serologic blood tests 
from the first two million men called up for 

selective Army service in 1940 to 1942. 


These records show, in Georgia, only 3.9 
per cent of white men infected, with 32.8 per 
cent of Negroes having the disease. Florida 
is the only southern state with a worse record, 
the tests there showing 5.3 per cent infection 
among whites and 40.6 per cent among Negroes. 


Figures for the nation as a whole show, 
among the 18 and 19-year-old registrants, the 
ratio of syphilis infected among whites 1s 
only one fifth of one per cent, while among 
Negroes of the same age it is 11.2 per cent. 

That syphilis is a disease of ignorance and 
poverty is shown by the further statement that, 
for the white race, it is almost entirely limited 
to bower classes of society. Among whites, says 
Dr. Smillie, it has become a disease of the 
ignorant, the careless, the criminal and the 
social outcast. 

As for the Negro, history all over the world 
has revealed the colored races as peculiarly 
susceptible to the disease. Though it has 
usually been introduced by the exploring, 
pioneer whites, native populations everywhere 
have succumbed with tragic rapidity to the 
disease. 

The lesson to be found in Dr. 
report is the old lesson that the basic cure for 
any social problem rests in education, in better

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
ECONOMY OF LIFE WASHINGTON, June 11.—Every fam- 


ily represented in the armed services 
of the nation should find a comforting thought in the words uttered 
in Africa the other day by General George C. Marshall, Army chief 
of staff, that every effort will be made to win the war “as expe- 
: ditiously and as economically as possible.” 

Behind General Marshall's words was a 

hidden meaning Known only to his close asso- 

ciates. He was not speaking of the dollar cost 

of the war in saying that it would be won 

as “economically” as possible. Rather he was 

thinking of the expenditure in American lives. 


More than any military leader in American 
history, perhaps, the present chief of staff, who 
sits at the top of our board of strategy which 
outlines the movements of American ftorces 
abroad, has a deep sense of values as regards 
the lives of our men going into combat. It is 
something of a fetish with him that not a 
single American life shall be sacrificed un- 
necessarily in the war. 

General Marshall feels so strongly on the point that it is said 
to be a controlling influence in all of his decisions. He weighs the 
cost of every operation carefully before approving its execution. 
If it seems to involve too heavy a price in the lives of our men, 
he will seek another course of action to accomplish the same ends. 

Through the Marshall influence this philosaphy of conserving 
the lives of American soldiers has become deeply embedded in the 
psychological structure of the entire general! staff. There will be 
no useless slaughter of our men if it can be helped. No reckless 
undertakings will mark our thrusts at the enemy. Extreme caution 
and careful preparation promises to be the keynote of all our major 


operations. 

BACKED BY PRESIDENT The science of war is an insti- 
tution of waste, both in prop- 
erty and in human lives. History is filled with the reckless deeds 
of military leaders who sacrificed their men with an abandon that 
showed no appreciation of human values. General Marshal! is de- 
termined that, in so far as he is able, the present war on the Allied 
side shall be fought with no such disregard of the common soldier. 
The one guiding thought in al! of his plans is, How can the 

task be accomplished without a needless waste of lives? 
In this he evidently has the wholehearted backing of Preident 
Roosevelt, who is said to feel the same way about our war efforts. 
It may be too early to judge 


MINIMUM OF CASUALTIES 
the fruits of such a policy so 


far, but the casualty rate for our successful operations in Tunisia 
and more recently in Attu seems to bear witness to the results to 
be attained. The number of men we lost was exceedingly low in 
comparison to the injury inflicted on the enemy. In the North 
African invasion of last November, also, we seem to have carried 
the day with only a minimum of casualties. 

But the real test of the policy will come when we lay down 
a full-size invasion Army in Europe. General Marshall is deter- 
mined that supreme task shall be accomplished with the very lowest 
number of sacrifices possible. If the second front is slower get- 
ting started than some would have it, the reasons should be 
apparent. 

Before we embark on that history-making venture, the chief of 
staff will insist that every preparation be made, every precaution 
taken, to see that the loss in American lives is held to a minimum. 

This strong feeling on the part

of General Marshall is respon- 


sible for him gaining the reputation as one of the sternest dis- 
ciplinarians the Army has ever produced. There is a saying in the 
huge Pentagon building here that houses the War Department that 
an Army officer can make only one mistake before he is broken. 

One slip and he is through. It usually doesn’t matter how trivial 
the error may be. An apt illustration is the recent case of a 
colonel who was relieved of his post in charge of Army press 
relations because he allowed a press release to go out containing 
an innocuous paragraph which General Marshall had previously 
blue-penciled. 

The colonel (it isn’t necessary to mention his name) had been 
a high-ranking member of the journalistic profession. His record 
for efficiency had been perfect—up to that time. One slip was 
enough to break him. There was no dilly-dallying or delay about 
the action taken. On the same day he made the mistake he was 
relieved of duty.

Hence, he believes, no penalty is too severe in weeding out the 


incompetents as they appear, 
TO TEMPER DARING None of this is to say that the chief 
of staff is Jacking in those qualities 

of boldness and daring which should characterize the conduct of 
a successful military leader. Nothing in his career indicates he 
has any deficiency on this score. But what he seeks to do is to 
temper daring with cold reasoning in trying to hold our losses to 
the minimum. 

The Marshall attitude is one which should hold much comfort 
to families who may be concerned over the fortunes of those in the 
armed services.

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 
PAN AMERICAN PRESS HAVANA, Cuba, June 7.—(By 


Mail.)—Representatives of 21 
South American nations and those from Mexico, Central America, 
and the United States of North America and Canada, met here 
tonight in the official opening of the second annval Pan American 
Press Congress. 

The first day was a hard one. In the morning there was the 
registration and the unofficial greetings. At 
11:30 in the morning the Ron Bacardi Com- 
pany entertained. At noon there was luncheon 
at the Tropical Gardens. In the afternoon there 
was a visit to the finest maternity hospital in 
any nation, if we except one in Chicago and 

one in New York City. 

That was a mixture: Ron Bacardi, Cerveza, 
Tropical, and maternity. 

We arrived back in Havana at 6 o'clock and 
at 9:30 we were in the house of representatives 
for the official opening of the Pan American 
Press Conference. 

It was interesting to look at them and to 
think about them. I had met newspapermen 
from Mexico City 1 had known before. Also 
present was an old Cuban friend of some 12 
years. 

During the day I had met men from Chile, 
from Bolivia, from Colombia, Costa Rica, and 

from many other of the nations to the south of us. 

They all looked like newspapermen, I have an idea we all look 
alike. The thin ones, the middle-sized ones, the fat ones, the old 
and voung ones all look very much alike. I do not know if it is the 
sound of the presses, the pressure of deadlines or what it is that 
makes us all look alike. There was a man present from Bogota 
who looked exactly like Lamar Q. Ball. And there was a man 
from Chile who looked exactly like Herman Hancock. And so on. 


OFFICIAL WELCOME We were welcomed by President 


Fulgencio Batista. He looks a little 
bit like Jack Dempsey. He was neat and trim, close-shaved so 
that his jowls looked thinly blue in the garish light of the kleig 
lights thrown on the dias by the cameramen. 


I remember him in 1933. I saw him then when he had just come 
to the head of the army. He was thinner then and clad in well- 
washed, starched khaki. Tonight he was in a white suit. His tie 
was black with a pin white stripe. 

He has come a long way, has Fulgencio Batista. And done a 
good job. 

Well, there we were, 300 and more of newspapermen from 25 
nations. 4 

All of us were interested in democracy. And, being interested, 
I wondered about the years ahead. There has been aroused a great 
force in this world. If the democracies win, as they must, and 
will, it will not be easy to put down that force. It is a wind blow- 
ing around the world and it blows hard. -Do not think it doesn’t. 
It will not be stopped by a hand held up, or by a word. 

We have done a good job writing and talking about democracy 
and about the rights of peoples, and: about the dignity of the in- 
dividual. I find myself hoping to God we mean at least part of it. 
I would not like to think we do not mean at least a good part of it 

Listening to the flood of Spanish, picking out enough words to 
get the meaning, reading the texts later on, one learns that a lot 
of people are taking seriously this thing called democracy. I can 
just hope about it and hope that a lot of good, sound Americans 
will be thinking about it. 

[I mean, of course, Americanos del Norte. Thev all call them- 
selves Americans and most of them have a better right to it. 
There also are a number of United States, notably those of Brazil. 


Well, it is interesting. 

MIGUEL CAYULO They—I mean we—elected Miguel Cayulae 
president of the Pan American Press Cone 

gress. I got a real thrill out of him. 

He fought in the Cuban war of independence, the one we joined 
in to defeat Spain. 

He was under the command of the famous General Mario Garcia 
Menocal, the late President of Cuba. He was considered as the right 
hand of Menocal. He was, for a while, with the General Garcia 
made famous in Hubbard’s story of “A Message to Garcia.” 

He fought all through the war with great bravery. When it 
was done, he became a newspaperman and a political writer. So, 
here he was tonight, thin and gaunt and gray of hair. Yet very 
much alive. He has been a newspaperman all these years and, I 
know, a good one. The newspapermen say that in political cam- 
paigns he made speeches, wrote and fought for what he believed to 
be right. He still does on the famous newspaper “El Mundo” 

It was a great meeting and there are others to come. But I 
kept thinking about all these men going home writing about de- 
mocracy. I kept thinking of all the small nations and the big ones 
with men here. The written word is a powerful one. The written 
word has been telling the peoples of that part of the world which 
is allied against the totalitarian powers that, when the war ts done, 
the peoples who have opposed Hitler and his aides will have a 
better time of it. Well, I can but hope. All I know is that all the

My Dear Louise: 

If you wish to be a newspaper woman you must begin by learn- 
ing a creed. 

Newspapermen do not take an oath like that of the doctors, but 
they have a creed that is just as decent and binding. 

The real newspaperman has a passion for truth. He honors facts 
above everything else. His attitude is detached, objective and un- 
biased, like that of the scientist. His life work is to discover and 
reveal the truth, no matter which party or group or organization it 
helps or hurts. 

The effect of the truth is not his concern, yet every year of his 
service increases his conviction that the truth does indeed make 
men free. And he knows he is serving a winning cause, for no 
matter how long and hard the way, the truth is. mighty and will 
prevail. 

Even if you change your mind and lose interest in newspaper 
work, | recommend the newspaperman’s creed as the soundest basis 
for good and useful citizenship. 

If you develop a passion for truth. vou will soon discover that 
its chief enemy is not ignorance but prejudice. Ignorance can be 
taught: prejudice is incapable of learning 

Prejudice is a kind of mental derangement—a loss of the ability 
to function normally. As the insane can no longer recognize truth 
and untruth, so the minds of the prejudiced are permanently warped 
in one particular and closed against the truth. They are the blind 
who will not see. By design or chance they acquire an opinion 
in childhood or youth, and they cannot see or hear any truth that 
would disturb it. 

When you learn that the finest and best people have some 
prejudice about something, you may feel an impulse to say: “They 


‘ are entitled to their opinion, and | will be broad-minded and tolere 


ant and neither say or do anything to offend them” 

That might work out nicely if they would do the same, but they 
won't. They will take advantage of your moral cowardice and 
weakness, and they will work all the harder to force their opinion 
and prejudice on the world. 

Good citizenship requires fighting. You must love the truth 
and learn the truth, and then shout it from the housetops, regard- 
less of cost, for untruth and prejudice will rule the world if truth 
keeps a craven silence,

But there is no certainty that 
the combined protests will have 
effect. Although the Pacific Coast 
is definitely a war zone and may 
become actually a combat zone, 
there is no certainty Washington 
will not permit it to again be fill- 
ed by thousands of representatives 
of an enemy people among them 
some undouDtedly disloyal ind 
bitter toward the United States. 


It would be impossible to watch 
all of them and the possibilities of 
spying and sabotage would be un- 
limited. Some residents of the 
Pacific Coast states even object to 
the presence in that region of Jap- 
anese who are in the United States 
Army, pointing out that the ene- 
my Japs have many of our Army 
uniforms because of their capture 
of our soldiers in the Philippines 
and that introduction of their spies 
in this garb ‘would be easy. Thou- 
sands of Japanese soldiers educat- 
ed on the Paficic Coast and not 
only speak English perfectly, but 
are familiar with the coast area. 


The promotion of Lieutenant 
General John L. Dewitt to a post 
that will take him from his place 
as head of the Western Defense 
Command is most disquieting to 
the West Coasters who oppose 
the return of the Japs, because 
Dewitt wanted no Japanese in his 
zone, whether they were born in 
Japan or in the Unitdd States. If 
his promotion is really an ad- 
vancement no one on the Pacific 
Coast .would complain, but if, as 
many suspect, it is a removal he- 
cause of his sentiment about the 
Japs, the Westerners feel it is 
reason for alarm. 


Many residents of California, 
especially those who came from 
other sections of the nation, have 
always opposed the _ ingrained 
opinion of the majority of the na- 
tive son element that the Japs are 
undesirable. The majority of the 
native sons have grown up dislik- 
ing the Japs though they went to 
school with them and played with 
them. They may have had close 
friendships with individual Japs, 
but they never fancied the Japs in 
the mass. ‘ 


On the other hand, the Cali- 
fornians by adoption have view- 
ed the Japs as a polite, industri- 
ous people who raised good vege- 
tables and made good houseboys. 
The association of these Califor- 
nians with the Japanese was not 
as close as that of the native sons 
and their opportunities for ob- 
servation and study of the Ja»a- 
nese character not as good. It is 
from them, however, much of the 
propaganda and some of the influ- 
ence in favor of the Japs has gone. 

It is strange thatthe greatest 
experts on the subject of the Jap- 
anese in the United States are not 
the people of the Pacific Coast 
who have known the Japs all their 
lives, but the newcomers to the 
coast and transient Easterners or 
Southerners. who have briefly 
viewed the inmates of relocation 
camps and then issued reports and 
recommendations.

In his charge fo the jury, the 
supreme court said, Judge Ander- 
son stated that if, they should fix 
Singleton’s sentence “at not less

I have inquired of the authorities and find that there is prob- 
ably no group of young women anywhere with as high a standard 
for. good behavior. Someone wrote me complaining about certain 
things they thought they had seen near one of the training camps 
and that was at once investigated. 

These young women take their work very seriously. They are 
imbued with a desire to be of service during the war, and they 
know that part of that service is to set a high standard of con- 
duct. The public should know that the women already recruited 
in the WAACS take the place of four divisions of soldiers, and 
are releasing that number of men for active service means some- 
thing to the enemy. ‘The enemy was conscious of this when it 
started a similar whispering campaign against the women in the 
British and Canadian forces. 

Why we fall for this same type of Axis: propaganda here is 
beyond my understanding. If any of us know of individual cases 
of misbehavor, we should report them at once so that they can be 
corrected. But to believe that these girls are not doing a patriotic 
and fine job, and living up to the standards which their homes 
would expect of them, is just playing into the enemy’s hands.

NEW YORK, June 11.—(4)—

In less than three weeks Amer- 
ican and British air power 
achieved what the Luftwaffe had 
failed to do in two years—the 
reducing of an island fortress by 
air attack. 

Just 140 miles east of Pantel- 
leria lies Maita. Isolated and sur- 
rounded by enemy held bases, 
Malta beat off the fury of the 
combined attacks of the Nazi and 
Fascist air forces week after week, 
month after month.

“We have been told that we will not be allowed to can any 
for sale. Are we to let these small surpluses from hundreds of gar- 
dens *o to waste? We have no market here, so what disposition are 
we to make of our surplus?” 

Lincle Sam. who is anxious that everyone plant and make the 
most of his last inch of available ground, does not intend to let a 
single fruit or vegetable go to waste. 

Unfortunately, these people, anxious to do their part in pro- 
ducing the necessary amounts of food, were given a piece of mis- 
information when told that they would not be allowed to sell any 
of the food they canned. 


Grower Must Get Stamps 
For All Canned Goods 


They may put up as much as they like, and sell as much of it 
as they like provided they collect ration coupons for it. Eight 
points per quart, or four points per pint is their rate of collection. 

At the end of each month, anyone who has sold any fruits or 
vegetables which he has put up must mail all the coupons he has 
collected into his county retioning board together with a brief 
statement of the number of quarts he has sold during that month. 

Those people who plan to can produce to sell may get extra 
amounts of sugar from their ration boards. A record of just how 
much sugar they get will be kept and checked against the number 
of quarts of produce sold during the year.

“Perhaps it was dropped 
on the floor and swept out,” she said, “I’m not sure; I am sure, 
though, that it has been lost.” 

What should she do about getting a pair of shoes, she wondered. 


Very Little Can Be Done 


About Lost Shoe Coupon 

There is really very little she can do about getting a replace- 
ment coupon for this one she lost. Her only recourse is to go to 
her county rationing board and explain the situation to the offi- 
cials there. 

Upon examination of her problem, they might perhaps issue 
her another stamp. 


“A friend of mine is having a pair of shoes made for me in 
South America,” a caller said yesterday. “Whom should I send the 
ration stamp to?” 

When the shoes get to Atlanta, they will be held by the customs 
authorities until she surrenders a stamp for them. Until they get 
the coupon, she will not get the shoes:
